The city has done a good job of paving N 


34th under the bond program, but I wonder 
if it is finished with that project or if it will 
return to smooth out the Intersection at W. 
4th, one of the roughest intersections in 
towns? 


Acting City Manager Jack Russell says 


this improvement was not included in the 
work on 34th because preparatory work 
was needed on both sides of 4th before the 


could begin. 


While this could not be done at the time 


34th was overlayed, Russell says that the 
area will be finished the next time a 
contractor is in town. 


It's almost impossible to call city hall in 


the mornings because the phone is always 
busy. Will this situation be remedied at the 
new city hall? Why doesn't city hall have 
separate phones for each office like the 
courthouse? 


Acting City Manager Jack Russell says 


the complainant is "absolutely right" in 
the assessment of the city hall phone 
problem. It seems the number listed for 
city hall in the current directory is the 
number set aside for the switchboard at 
the new government center. 


This number is patched into the swit- 


chboard with the old number, 874-4755, but 
apparently has a lower priority on getting 
through — judging from tests performed 
by Sun staffers and others. 


Russell says the phone company has 


promised an improvement in the service 
once the switchboard has been moved to 
the new facility. 


As for separate phone service, he says 


that this set-up would be too expensive and 
would eliminate the intercommunication 
network of the switchboard, a vital part of 
city communications.

Del Ware, local bass fishing enthi 


says that fish are like any other animal in 
that they are susceptible to certain 
parasites, and more so at certain times of 
the year. 


Noting that he has experienced the same 


problem in other fish as well as in bass, 
Ware says that he recommends throwing 
the wormy fish away. He adds that he has 
never heard of anyone getting sick from 
eating these fish when well-cooked, but 
that he never knowingly ate any such fish. 


He does say that the problem is an in- 


dividual problem, that of a string of 16 fish 
a person could have one, none or 15 fish 
with worms. 


"Lots of times it's an old fish that has the 


worms," Ware says, but he adds that he 
has seen worms in small fish, too. 


He stresses the point that the problem is 


in the fish, not the water.

(AP) — The South Vietnamese' 
Jet pilot who bombed President 
Nguyen Van Thieu's palace 
Tuesday later landed his F5 
fighter-bomber at a Viet Cong- 
held airfield! a Viet Cong 
spokesoan in Saigon said today. 


The spokesman at the Joint 


Military Commission set up as 
part of the Paris peace agree- 
ment said the flier, identified 
by South Vietnamese author- 
ities as Nguyen Thanh Trung, 
was 
immediately 
promoted 


from lieutenant to captain and 
given the Liberation Distinction 
Service Order Second Class. 


The spokesman declined to 


give the exact location where 
the plane had landed. Commu- 
nist-led forces have taken over 
air installations capable of han- 
dling F5 jets, including the air 
base at Da Nang, during the 
five-week offensive in which 
they have captured 
three- 


fourths of South Vietnam. 


Thieu, who is widely blamed 


for the military capitulation, 
was not hurt in the attack, but 
at least two persons were re- 
ported killed in the palace com- 
pound. 


Though air force officials and 


numerous others said the flier 
had acted alone, 
political 


sources said more opposition 
politicians in Saigon went Into 
hiding to avoid a further police 
crackdown on dissent as a re- 
sult of the bombing. 


North 
Vietnamese 
troops 


fought their way into the heart 
of a provincial capital 40 miles 
east of Saigon in the current of- 
fensive's first attack on a ma- 
jor city in the capital region, 
the military command report- 
ed. 


The attack on Xuan Loc, the 


capital of Long Khanh Prov- 
ince, began before dawn after a 
2,000-round artillery barrage. 
Street fighting was reported 
around a church and the bus 
station, but later field reports 
said most of the North Viet- 
namese had been driven from 
the city, leaving small pockets 
of resistance. 


Secret 
police 
reportedly 


moved on the homes of at least 
two opposition leaders hours 
after the apparent assassina- 
tion attempt. The sources said 
the politicians had been warned 
by friends and had gone into 
hiding to avoid arrest. 


The battle promised to be the 


first test of whether the de- 
moralized South Vietnamese 
army could make an effective 
stand after its devastating re- 


r - 


treat from the northern and 
central provinces. However, it 
was too early to tell whether 
the attack on Xuan Loc was the 
start of an offensive against 
Saigon itself. 


The city is the headquarters 


of the 18th infantry division and 
an armored cavalry unit which 
have been under heavy North 


sse pressure in the 


area for several weeks. 


Other North Vietnamese or 


Viet Cong forces overran a dis- 
trict capital near one of the 
Saigon government's few re- 
maining footholds on the cen- 
tral coast and made a number 
of smaller attacks in the Me- 
kong Delta. Most of the latter 
were reported between 70 and 
120 miles southwest of Saigon. 


In 
Cambodia, the Khmer 


Rouge insurgents cut the sup- 
ply road and railroad between 
the Thai border and Battam- 
bang, the country's 
second 


largest city, and there was al- 
most continuous fighting on the 
east bank of the Mekong River 
across from Phnom Penh and 
at Kompong Speu, an isolated 
provincial capital .

Orphans Syndrome 


common to war kids 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The solemn children of war 
touch and grasp and cling. 
They love to be held. They are 
suffering the "Orphans' Syn- 
drome." 


"So many of these children 


have the orphans' syndrome 
and suffer severe emotional 
deprivation. They have unusual 
needs for love," says Dr. Alex 
Stalcup, supervising physician 
of "Operation Babylift" here. 


Stalcup has watched nearly 


900 Vietnamese children being 
processed at the Army's Pre- 
sidio. They suffer from pneu- 
monia and chicken pox, malnu- 
trition, stomach worms and 
broken limbs. About 100 have 
been hospitalized. 


But of all the privations of 


war, 
these children — called 


Thuy or T-21 or even "No 
Name" — suffer most from the 
privations of heart. 


"These babies and little chil- 


dren have a special way of 
grasping, reaching out and 
holding onto love," says Stal- 
cup, chief resident at the Uni- 
versity of California Medical 
Center here. 


Even some older children 


were carried like babies off the 
buses that brought them here 
Tuesday from Travis Air Force 
Base. They stared and wrapped 
their thin arms and legs around 
volunteers. 


"It's a fairly profound need 


and can't be satisfied by being 
patted on the head or dandled 
on a knee," Stalcup said. 


"It's a fact that in order to 


grow, children need love, not 
just food and water," he said in 


rview outside the gym- 
where the children are 


housed. 


More than 250 more i 


mostly infants, arrived 
in the last major U.S. evac- 
uation of orphans from Viet' 
nam. They are being processed 
and observed and sent across 
the nation for adoption. 


Stalcup says children suffer- 


ing "orphans' syndrome" ap- 
pear "sad, depressed and un- 
communicative. Their emotion- 
al tone is very subdued. When 
they get messed up, they get 
very excited. They form really 
intense emotional attac 


"They love to be held. They 


are the most responsive and 
loving kids in the world." 


Referring to the "orphan syn- 


drome," he said: "I think 
we're getting a glimpse into the 
effects of war and widespread 
social disorder on children."

The 
subcommittee 
also 


suggested that if there is in-

Committee than the Education 
Committee. 


Armistead reported that the 


subcommittee had investigated 
two possibilities. One was the 
publication of a directory in

An alter- 
nate considered, if the response 
to the first suggestion proved 
too bulky, was to publish a 
directory 
of knowledgeable 


people who could help in-

However, response was so 


negligible to coupons published 
in the paper about interest in a 
speaker's directory that the 
subcommittee felt there was no 
s trong demand for either ap- 
proach.

Police are virtually convinced 


the two blonde youngsters are 
not runaways. For one thing, 
they're too young to have been 
gone so long without being re- 
ported.

home, by all indications, was a 
happy one. 


The girls, on the first day of 


their Easter vacation from 
school, walked out the front 
door and headed up a flagstone 
path through the woods to a 
nearby shopping center. 


"I said to them, 'Why don't 


you stop off and get some piz- 
za,'" recalls Mrs. Lyon. "I re- 


member Kate complained that 
a slice of pizza used to bu 40 
cents and now it's 45 cents." 


By 8 p.m., "We were really 


scared" and her husband called 
the police, she said. "They took 
us seriously right from the 
start."

Former 'dream car' publicist can't believe boss a man 


I,OS ANGEI£S (AP) - The 


man who used to handle public- 
ity for the defunct 20th Century 
Motor Car Corp. says "it bog- 
gles the mind" that his skirt- 
wearing ex-boss turned out to 
be a man. 


Marvin Cantz, former 20th 


Century public relations direc- 
tor, said Tuesday he would nev- 
er have guessed that "Eliza- 
beth Carmichael" was a man., 
identified by authorities as Jer- 
ry Dean Michael. 


"The ihing that makes it so 


hard for me to believe she was 
a man is that she had five 
kids," Cantz said in an inter- 


view. "She always had a 15- 
year-old named Brian who was 
always around the office and 
four other kids, including one 
about three years old. The 
youngest kid was always sitting 
on her lap, saying 'mommy, 
mommy.' How do you get a kid 
three years old to call you 
mommy." 


But, say Dallas police, finger- 


prints and records have estab- 
lished that it's a man who is 
the fugitive former president of 
the car firm, which bragged of 
plans for a $2,000 three-wheeled 
car to get 70 miles per gallon. 


Cantz said in the 4H months 


he worked for 20th Century- he 
never suspected the boss might 
be a man even though she — or 
he — stood more than 6 feet 
tall and had large wrists and a 
husky voice. 


On the other hand another of 


the ex-firm's employes, who 
asked not to be identified, de- 
clared, "The first time my wife 
met her, she said that's not a 
woman." The employe said he 
had once noticed the boss dis- 
playing a mannish mannerism. 


Dallas police said they had 


determined that the supposed 
Mrs. Carmichael actually was 
Mr. Michael, 37, a federal fugi- 


tive wanted since 
1962 for 


jumping bail. He is now addi- 
tionally 
being 
sought 
on 


charges of conspiracy to com- 
mit theft involving more than 
$10,000 in the promotion of the 
car, which authorities said Mi- 
chael never planned to produce. 


Cantz said a woman named 


Vivian lived with 
Elizabeth 


Carmichael and the Carmichael 
woman said she was her sister- 
in-law. Elizabeth Carmichael 
said she had adopted three of 
Vivian's children, Cantz said. 


"Liz1 brother (Vivian's hus- 


band) had flown off, gotten 
lost, and because her con- 


science bothered her, Liz had 
adopted Vivian's kids," Cantz 
said. "Vivian worked at the of- 
fice." 


Cantz does not believe the 


car firm was necessarily a 
fraud. 


"I think it may have started 


off as a fraud, but that much to 
his (Michael's) surprise the 
thing took off.

I have made many decisions 


in my lifetime, some big, some 
little. Some of these have been 
"bummers", 
while 
others 


turned out very well. Right now, 
I am thinking about one of the 
biggest and best ones I ever 
made. 


It was in the spring of 1965—10. 


years ago. One of my history 
teachers, Stan Williams, came 
to me and asked me to write 
him a letter of recommendation 
for a position in Austin. I gave 
him one of the best recom- 
mendations 
anyone 
ever 


received from me or anyone 
else for two reasons: he was a 
good teacher and I wanted his 
job. So when he told me later 
that he had the job in Austin, I 
took two letters to Supt. O.E. 
Hendricks. One was his letter of 
resignation, and one was from 
me asking to be reassigned to a 
position as classroom teacher— 
his. 


It wasn't that I hadn't liked 


being principal. No one ever 
enjoyed it more, but it had 
suddenly occurred to me that 23 
years was long enough for 
anyone, and if I wanted to live 
as long as I wanted to, I had 
better quit while the quitting 
was good. I assured him and the 
board that I would not be a 
sorehead in the classroom; that 
the new principal could change 
every rule I had dreamed up 
and he would get no second 
guessing or advice that wasn't 
solicited. Don Bowen, my im- 
mediate successor, can tell you 
that I lived up to my promise. 
Some of my friends worried that 
I might be roughed up a bit in 
the classroom 
as a 
mere 


teacher after having been bull 
of the woods for so long. I had 
some of the best students that 
ever lived that first year and we 
had a great time together — 
students like Rusty Gaston, 
Terry Ross, Bill Boyd, and 
others. 


Now what brought on this 


spell of nostalgia? Some of this 
new stuff I'm reading in the 
papers. Like all of those new 
rules in Dallas. Don't spank a 
student without his consent, and 
be sure he understands why and 
is agreeable. Then later came a 
recommendation 
from 


Washington 
or 
somewhere: 


don't suspend anyone unless 
absolutely necessary because 
there are too many not in 


school. Bless your heart, I was 
never gung ho on that whipping 
bit, less than six in 23 years, but 
to ask permission of both him 
and his parents! I suspended a 
few, and I remember a few 
choices: three licks or three 
days. When students came to 
my office for a "discussion", I 
think they knew they would get 
a fair shake, but they also knew 
I wasn't asking permission to do 
what I thought the occasion 
called for, whatever that was. 


I just couldn't have been a 


good principal in these trying 
times, at least, not if I had to get 
permission from them or their 
parents. I admire Mark Culwell 
and his great staff for doing a 
monumental job; I just don't 
know how they do it. I hope the 
local board never ties their 
hands too closely, although 
times are different. 


"Now 
when I was a boy", a 


whipping at school 
usually 


meant another whipping at 
home. Times were already 
changing when I took out 
because even then a principal or 
teacher was usually the one in 
trouble with parents 
after 


discipline. But permission! And 
we thought we were going 
through a permissive time. 


School is a place to learn, and 


one of the biggest lessons to be 
learned is how to get along with 
a boss, whether that boss is a 
teacher, a principal, a top 
sergeant, an employer, 
or 


maybe even a wife or a 
husband. I told many a student 
that my rules might seem bad to 
them, but they would learn they 
were no worse than rules on the 
job or in the army. So be it. 
Incidentally I have received 
quite a few statements of ap- 
preciation recently at class 
reunions. A school can't exist 
without 
discipline, 
and 


discipline requires rules and 
authority. This is no appeal for 
a whipping stock or automatic 
suspension 
of all 
trouble- 


makers; it is an appeal for 
appreciation of fundamental 
discipline.

with a porcupine before he 
reaches the highway. 


This is because there prob- 


ably are more mean-looking 
cacti per square inch along 
•here than anywhere else in the 


world. The cacti fight for space 
with equally vicious-appearing 
mesquite. 


How a wetback can 
get 


through that vegetation is a 
miracle. 


Dan Bus of the Del Rio News- 


Herald up the river a piece 
says wetbacks today are too 
smart to try to cross through 
the brush. 


Bus says that of the 3,000- 


mile frontier with Mexico, only 
25 miles, in little pieces of a 
few yards here and a half mile 
or so there, are used for illegal 
crossings. 


Oh, there is lots of country 


A Texan lost in Texas 


where you can cross, but in the 
beautiful lower Valley a wet- 
back would stick out like a sore 
thumb if he tried to walk 
across that flat land.

prominent cross on a little hill 
near Rio Grande City. 


By legend the cross was 


erected to the Lord by a family

The wives settle in for the day 
seeking 
shade 
from 
the 


relentless sun that will surely 
pursue them through the day. 
Tournament officials open the 
concession 
stand 
freshly 


stocked and ready to sell heart 
burn and acid indigestion to the 
endless parade of 
faceless 


people to come. As game time 
draws near the grizzled old 
veterans reappear to see the 
powerhouses that ramain. They 
come to compare feats of days 
past to the plays that will draw 
"oohes" and "aahs" 
from 


today's crowd. Players of teams 
from the day before come 
ashamed and envious to watch 
the spaces that should now be 
occupied 
by 
themselves.

Uvalde was awarded contract 


for the job last week by the 
Texas Highway Commission in 
Austin on its bid of $1,917,071.60, 
London said Wednesday, noting 
that a $2,113,878 figure quoted 
by his office staff in a news 
release published Monday was 
in error. That figure, London 
said today, represents the total 
funds authorized by the state for 
the 
project 
including 


engineering and contingencies. 


Construction will consist of 


the removal of the existing 
pavement from near Farm 
Road 2555 (Forty-fifth Street) 
to 34th St., construct structures, 
storm sewer, base, concrete 
paving, and curb and gutter. 
Construction from FM 2555 to 
near Tiger Field will consist of 
widening the existing paving 
with concrete, leveling with 


asphaltic concrete and surface 
course. The 
final 
roadway 


section will consist of four lanes 
with a 14 feet median to be used 
as a continuous left-turn lane. 
London said the section from S. 
34th to S. 45th (FR 2555) will 
have curb and gutter; from FR 
2555 to Tiger Field will have 
side ditches. 


London said that a detour will 


be constructed first on the south 
side of existing Highway 31 to 
handle traffic from FR 2555 to 
34th St. for two-way traffic. 
After construction of this detour 
route, the north half of the 
project will be constructed. 
Upon its completion, traffic will 
be moved over to it while the 
south half of the new roadway is 
built. 


During construction the two- 


way 
traffic 
lanes 
will 
be 


narrow, thus requiring care in 
driving by the traveling public. 


"In some cases," points out 


London, "during construction of 
the north half of the roadway, 
there will be a considerable 
difference in elevation from the 
detour to the new section. 
Lights and flags will be placed 
as necessary to delineate this 
danger." He added barricades 
and warning signs will be 
placed at each end of the project 
and flagmen will be used as 
necessary.

Mrs. Phillips sees bakery 
grow to international status 


Back in 1938, when one hand- 


operated adding machine and a 
typewriter 
nicknamed 
"Old 


Ironsides" made up the Collin 
Street Bakery's office equip- 
ment in its entirety, Mildred 
Phillips was the only girl among 
the bakery's dozen or so em- 
ployees. 


Among other jobs, the petite 


Mrs. Phillips climbed upon a 
tall stool in front of a drafting 
board-like desk every day to do 
that day's posting. 


Little did Mrs. Phillips realize 


in 1938 that upon her retirement 
36 years and five months later, 
the bakery's bookkeeping tasks 
would be handled by computers, 
the fruitcake volume would 
grow to 2% million pounds 


annually, and the number of 
employees would at times in- 
clude as many as 750. 


Mrs. Phillips retired last 


Monday with a lot of memories 
about the bakery. 


Mrs. Phillips began work at 


the bakery Nov. 1, 1938 in the 
building at Main Street and 
Sixth Avenue. W.T. McElwee, 
one of Collin Street Bakery's 
founders, hired her when she 
was completing work on a 
campaign to raise funds to 
modernize the 
YMCA. She 


began 
by 
writing 
letters 


soliciting fruit cake orders for 
the holiday season. 


"We worked long hours then, 


taking short lunch and supper 
breaks," 
she 
remembered.

ENNIS — Taxicab drivers 


here received help last night 
meeting increased fuel costs 
and other expenses. The City 
Council voted emergency ap- 
proval of taxi rates, making 
them effective today. 


A considerably more detailed 


ordinance than was requested 
by the taxi companies was 
passed. Operators asked the 
city to raise taxi fees from a flat 
rate of 65 cents for all in-city 
travel to 75 cents. 


The city granted that request, 


and also added to the ordinance 
regulations specifying that each 
additional passenger occupying 
a seat shall pay 20 cents. For 
example, if an adult rides in the 
taxi and brings two children 
who occupy seats, 20 cents 
would be paid for each of the 
children. 


The ordinance also specifies 


that a taxi user shall pay 10 
cents 
when the 
passenger 


requires the taxi to stop for up 
to five minutes. A stop of over 
five minutes will cost 20 cents. 
Packages handled by the taxi 
driver, such as groceries loaded 
into the car, cost an additional 
20 cents.

"But we were rewarded with 
hot chocolate about 10 p.m. to 
give us energy to work longer." 


One of the early tasks which 


would now be impossible, said 
Mrs. Phillips, was to list, by 
hand, every outgoing parcel by 
recording the addressee, city 
and state in a large postal 
department 
book. 
"Joel 


Trimble, who had a music 
studio upstairs in the bakery 
building, did the writing while 
Johnny 
Braxmier, 
George 


Pollard, Maurice Pollock and 
Tom Curtis were packing the 
cakes," she said. 


In those days Mrs. Phillips' 


work was not confined to the 
fruit cake industry as it later 
was. Besides her secretarial 
duties and writing letters for the 
bakery's 
two 
fruit 
cake 


salesmen (there are now 750 
clubs and individuals selling 
fruit cakes), she and Tom 
Curtis made out the pay checks 
every 
Saturday 
night, and 


every night she checked in the 
route salesmen who delivered in 
the surrounding towns. 


Mrs. Phillips shared one of 


her more pleasant duties with 
August Weidmann, the other 
founder of the bakery. She and 
Weidmann sacked the little six- 
inch fruit pies each morning, 
which incidentally sold for a 
nickel. "We were the official 
samplers, especially of the hot 
apple variety," she said with a 
laugh. "And from somewhere, 
pieces of cheese would appear 
to eat with that hot apple pie!" 


Mrs. Phillips remembers well 


one of the turning points in the 
bakery's growth. 


When she started working at 


the bakery, mail order fruit 
cake sales were confined to the 
United States. "Several years 
after I began working, Ringling 
Bro'hers Circus came to Cor- 
sicana," she said. "Many of the 
performers were from foreign 
countries, and they came to the 


bakery and ordered DeLuxe 
fruit 
cakes 
sent 
to 
their 


relatives in their native lands." 
This was the beginning of Collin 
Street 
Bakery's 
foreign 


business, which now includes 
158 countries. 


Following 
the 
deaths of 


McElwee and Weidmann, R.F. 
Rutherford, J. Dave Walker, 
H.M. 
Montgomery, 
L.W. 


McNutt, Sr., Jack Roberts and 
Harry T. Cook purchased the 
bakery and formed a 
cor- 


poration. "The business con- 
tinued to grow as the years 
passed," Mrs. Phillips said, 
"although that could be ex- 
pected of men with enthusiasm 
and determination..." 


As the business grew, Mrs. 


Phillips became the supervisor 
of the office workers. When the 
bakery moved into its present 
headquarters on West Seventh 
Ave. in 1965 she was made 
personnel 
manager. 
During 


"fruit cake season" in recent 
years there would be as many 
as 350 employees under her 
supervision. 


Mrs. Olive Bigony, director of 


club sales at the bakery, was 
Mrs. Phillips' assistant from 
1964 until 1970. "Mildred was a 
meticulous 
and 
kind—but 


firm—employer," said 
Mrs. 


Bigony. "She was always in- 
terested in the welfare of her 
employees' personal lives and 
education, as well as expecting 
perfection in their work," she 
continued. "I have seen her 
many times encourage 
the 


younger girls to further their 
education." 


Mrs. 
Phillips says, 
"I'm 


confident that with the younger 
officials at the helm, now that 
some who laid the groundwork 
are 
retired, 
business 
will 


continue to increase and Collin 
Street 
Bakery will 
become 


more widely known than it is 
today." 


Mrs. 
Phillips' 
friends 


escorted her into retirement 
with several luncheons and 
gifts. 


She sees retirement as a new 


career, a career devoted to 
herself and to others, "I plan to 
spend more time with my son, 
Charles Ray, and his family in 
Houston," she said, "and with 
my four sisters. I want to 
become more active in my 
church 
and 
some 
charity 


organizations, and I'm toying 
with the idea of going to 
Navarro College to take some 
courses." 


Mrs. Phillips has also begun a 


small business in her home, 
Custom Monogramming, and 
. imprints 
stationery, 
cards, 


napkins and such. 
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
